Dr. Sexton spoke upon the progress at Centenary College and the conditions of the 
work there. , 
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Dr. Sexton Granted Leave of Absence. — George Sexton was granted leave of 
absence. 

Question 17 Resumed. — The name of F. S. Parker was called and his character 
passed. The secretary stated that he had received a letter from Dr. Parker, written 
from Korea, saying that on account of his work in the Orient he would not be able 
to attend the session of the Conference. Regret was expressed by the Bishop and 
others that Dr. Parker could not be present at the Conference.

Dear Brother Snelling: — 

We, the committee appointed by you, under paragraph 506 of the Discipline of 
1918, to investigate reports affecting the moral character of Rev. A. J. Gearheard, 
beg leave to report that we have carefully investigated these reports, going to Bogalusa 
on November 2, and examining numerous witnesses, and that we find a trial necessary, 

The charge is: Conduct unbecoming a ministter of the Gospel, in the nature of 

grossest indiscretion. * 

Specification: Brother Gearheard continued to make frequent and lengthy visits 

to the home of one of the members of his church — a woman — after having been told 
that unsavory rumors were in circulation concerning such visits and after having been 
admonished by members of the board of stewards and others not to make such visits 
because of these reports. These visits and warnings took place between June and 
November, 1921. 

We appoint Rev. H. T. Carley to represent the church in the trial.

Location. — Question 8 was called: Who are located this year? The name of 

W. G. Evans was called. J. G. Snelling, presiding elder, stated that W. G. Evans had 
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refused to go to his appointment last year, and moved his location. W. G. Evans was 
located. 

Dr. Russell Speaks. — Dr. R. L. Russell, Home Mission Secretary, presented 
gavel to Bishop McMurry, as the gift of the presiding elder and preachers of the French 
Mission District, the gavel being made of wood taken from the Evangeline Oak at 
St. Martinville, La. Dr. Russell then addressed the Conference upon the missionary 
interests of the church. 

Gavel Presented. — S. L. Riggs presented Bishop McMurry a gavel made from 
a sill under the pulpit of the old church in Opelousas, in which the Louisiana Confer- 
ence was organized January 6, 1847, also a picture of the house in which Bishop Joshua 
Soule, the presiding bishop at the first session of the Louisiana Conference, was en> 
tertained. 

Bishop McMurry Responds. — Bishop McMurry made an appropriate response to 
the presentation of gavels by Dr. Russell and S. L. Riggs. In the course of his response 
he stated that he had been given the custody of the paintings of Bishop Soule, Bishop 
Kavanaugh and Bishop Bascom by Vanderbilt University, and had placed them in the 
Church Extension Building at Louisville. 

Announcements and Adjournment. — Announcements were made, including the 
announcement of preaching in the afteroon by L. I. McCain and of an address by Dr. 
Russell at the Missionary Anniversary at 7 :30 in the evening, and Conference adjourned 
with the doxology and the benediction pronounced by J. D. Harper.

Elected to Deacon’s Orders. — Question 13 was called: What traveling preachers 
and what local preachers have been elected deacons? 

Traveling Preachers. — The name of Porter M. Caraway was called; he reported 
his charge and his character was passed, and, the Committee of Examination reporting 
favorably, he was elected to deacon’s orders and advanced to the Class of the Third 
Year, and recommended by the Committee on Admissions to be received into full con- 
nection.

— Dr. C. M. Woodward, Department of Sociology, 
Southern Methodist University, addressed the Conference in the interest of the Uni- 
versity in Dallas. 

Ministerial Character. — Question 17 was callled: Are all the preachers blame- 
less in their life and official administration ? The names of J. D. Harper, S. J. Davies, 
D. C. Barr, H. J. Boltz, J. 0. Bennett, F. N. Parker, J. I. Hoffpauir, were called. They 
reported their work, and their characters were passed. The name of H. S. Johns was 
called and his character passed. He made a report of his work as chaplain of the 
penitentiary through the report of the Committee on Prison Reform, which was adopted 
as follows: 

Report of Committee on Prison Reform. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

Your Committee on Prison Reform begs leave to present the following report: 

The number of prisoners in the Louisiana State Penitentiary at the present time 
is 1,505, an increase of 185 during the past year. 

We find that during the past seven years, since the enaction of the first parole 
law in Louisiana, of 1,677 applications for parole, 1,120 have been granted. Of this 
number 848 have been finally discharged, 24 have died while on parole, 23 have been 
given pardons while on parole, 66 have been lost track of, 39, or 3.5%, have been re- 
turned to the penitentiary. Total violations, including those lost track of, are 10%. 
Under the Indeterminate Sentence laws of this State it is mandatory on the Board of 
Parole to release a prisoner who has served his full minimum sentence and has kept 
a clear prison record; many of these men are strangers in the State and wander 
off as soon as paroled, thus increasing the percentage of violations. We feel that on 
the whole the law of Louisiana on this question is working to the rehabilitation of 
its prison population in a very satisfactory manner. 

The penal system of Louisiana is admirably organized and managed, and every 
possible care is taken of those in confinement. Its facilities for the living conditions of 
the men, its equipment of hospitals, nurses and physicians, are highly commendable, 
and render efficient service. 

The Gospel of Redemption in Christ has been preached throughout the various 
farms and camps, and has brought about much good. During the past year over 300 
have joined the Volunteer Prison League, a non-sectarian religious organization fos- 
tered by the chaplain. Many acts of kindness are done for the prisoners, including 
the donations by many friends of books, magazines, supplies and entertainment. The 
American Bible Society furnishes an ample number of copies of the Holy Scriptures 
for distribution.. Every courtesy is shown the chaplain by the officials in the carry- 
ing forward of his work among these unfortunates. 

We wish to call upon our brethren of the Conference to visit the jails and prisons 
and minister to those in trouble, holding religious services therein, extending a helpful, 
sympathetic hand to those in need.

Announcements and Adjournment. — Announcements were made, including an- 
nouncements of a laymen's meeting at 2 p. m., preaching by J. B. Williams at 3 p. m., 
and a Sunday School anniversary at 7:30 in the evening, and Conference adjourned 
with the singing of a stanza of 

“Alas! and did my Saviour bleed,” 
and the benediction pronounced by Briscoe Carter. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday, November 11, 1921. 

Convening. — Conference convened in session of the third day, Friday, Novem- 
ber 11, according to rule, at 9 a. m., Bishop McMurry in the chair.

Song. — The Bishop called upon the Wisdom Sisters, who sang. * 

Readmission. — Question 5 was called: Who are readmitted? Alaric Ellis Bar- 
rett, a local preacher in elder’s orders, recommended by the District Conference of the 
Alexandria District, the Committee on Admissions reporting favorably, was read- 
mitted into the traveling connection. 

Leave of Absence. — G. P. White was granted leave of absence. 

Received by Transfer. — Question 6 was called: Who are received by transfer 
from other Conferences ? Bishop McMurry announced the transfer of Henry F. Brooks, 
an elder, from the Northwest Texas Conference to the Louisiana Conference.

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Received from Other Churches. — Question 7 was called: Who are received from 
other churches as traveling preachers? Wallace F. Chase, in orders in the Church of 
the Disciples of Christ, the Committee on Admissions reporting favorably, was ad- 
mitted into the Conference and directed to appear with the elders at the time announced 
to take the ordination vows without the reimposition of hands, and he was ordered 
enrolled in the Class of the First Year to take the four-year Conference course, as 
required by the Discipline. 

Change in Committee of Examination for Admission on Trial. — Upon motion of 
R. H. Wynn, J. C. Rousseaux was put on the Committee of Examination for Admis- 
sion on Trial in the place of H. T. Carley, resigned. 

Place of Meeting of Next Conference. — Question 35 was called: Where shall 
the next Conference be held ? Crowley was put in nomination by A. M. Mayo, acting 
upon instructions; Leesville by W. S. Henry; De Ridder by R. J. O’Neill, and Shreve- 
port by George S. Sexton. C. A. Battle spoke in favor of Crowley, Leesville and De 
Ridder, S. J. Davies spoke in favor of Shreveport, F. M. Freeman and R. W. Oglesby 
spoke in favor of Crowley. A standing vote was taken upon the several places in the 
order of their nomination, which resulted as follows: Crowley, 67; Leesville, 11; Shreve- 
port, 69. A motion to make Shreveport unanimous failed. A motion to vote upon the 
two highest prevailed; the vote was taken and the result was as follows: Shreveport, 
81; Crowley, 52; and Shreveport was selected as the place where the next session of 
the Conference shall be held. 

Received from Other Churches. — Question 7 was resumed: Who are received 
from other churches as traveling preachers? D. F. Osteen, in orders in the Presby- 
terian Church, U. S. A., the Committtee on Admissions reporting favorably, was re- 
ceived into the Conference as a traveling preacher, it being understood that he would 
be immediately given a location, this course being taken that he might at once enter 
into our ranks as a local preacher. 

Location. — Question 8 was called: Who are located this year? Upon motion 
of R. H. Wynn, D. F. Osteen was given a location. 

Admitted Into Full Connection. — Question 4 was called: Who are admitted into 
full connection? At 10 a. m., the time set for the admission of the deacon-elect into 
full connection, Porter Myers Caraway was called to the chancel and Bishop McMurry 
addressed him upon the duties of the Christian ministry, and Porter Myers Caraway, 
having given satisfactory answers to the Disciplinary questions, and the Committtee 
on Admissions having reported favorably, was admitted into full connection. 

Election of Delegates to the General Conference: First Ballot. — Having reached 
the order of the day the Conference took up the election of delegatee to the General 
Conference. Bishop McMurry announced that the secretary of the Conference certi- 
fied the membership of the Conference to be as follows: Clerical, 152; lay, 56, a total 
of 208, and stated that the Conference was therefore entitled to four clerical delegates 
and an equal number of lay delegates. The Bishop instructed the lay delegates to the 
Conference to assemble in the section of the church to his right, then gave instructions 
as to the manner of carrying on the election. Upon motion of N. E. Joyner it was 
ordered that all irregular ballots should be thrown out. The Bishop, upon request of the 
Conference, named the tellers, and they were as follows: For clerical, R. F. Harrell, J 
E. Selfe, T. J. Holladay and W. F. Henderson, Jr.; for lay, R. W. Oglesby, S. H. Meyer, 
K. I. Bean and O. H. Cline. J. F. Foster was designated for the secretary of the Con- 
ference to serve as secretary for the clerical tellers, and upon nomination of the secre- 
tary of the Conference R. O. Randle was elected secretary to the lay tellers. The vote 
was taken, and the Bishop instructed the tellers to retire and count the ballots. 
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Special Committee. — Bishop McMurry appointed Briscoe Carter, A. S. Lutz and 
Ellis Smith as a special committtee to whom he might refer a communication from the 
Southwestern Asssembly.

Service Commemorative of Armistice Day. — By resolution of the Conference the 
session, from 11 o’clock to adjournment, was given to a service commemorative of the 
Armistice and to prayer in behalf of the Disarmament Conference assembled in Wash- 
ington. The following order of service was carried out: 

Hymn 702 was sung: “My Country Tis of Thee.’” The Scripture lesson was read 
by Rev. W. W. Drake from Isaiah 2, and prayer was led by Dr. John A. Rice, and 
hymn 5 was sung: “From all that dwell below the skies.” The report of the Board of 
Temperance and Social Service was read by Dr. John A. Rice as follows: 

Report of the Board of Temperance and Social Service. 

The socializing power of the church is now as never before coming under fierce 
stress. One of the world’s greatest needs is an international consciousness and a con- 
sequent international conscience. The old nationalism, with its attendant horrors of 
predatory greed resulting in long-suffered theft, robbery, oppression and murder, is 
dying hard, if at all. The church is commissioned to utter with divine compulsion to 
men and nations over the earth the Gospel of goodwill. Shall we have the resources 
and the courage to do it? We backed up the war under the spell of a new idealism 
which, we hoped, would issue in a new social order. But the disillusionment following 
the Armistice has been heart-breaking to true patriots. Caesar has failed us. Is it not 
ours to turn to Jesus Christ and read the Great Commission with a new emphasis: “All 
authority hath been given unto me in heaven and on earth: Go ye, therefore, and make 
disciples of all the nations” ? “Make disciples of all the nations” in view of the final 
spiritual authority of Jesus — this is our political task. 
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The meeting of the Disarmament Conference in Washington to-day is a chal- 
lenge to our faith. Ninety- three dollars out of every hundred collected by the United 
States Treasury from all sources goes to war, 20 per cent of which is being used in 
preparation for the next w r ar — this, notwithstanding our solemn tacit covenant with 
our heroic soldier boys that they were fighting to end war forever. What can we do 
r.ow to help redeem the covenant ? First of all we should be constant in prayer for the 
Disarmament Conference that they may be guided into effective ways of leading the 
nations of the earth toward peace, goodwill, freedom and righteousness. And ail ouv 
publications, our platforms and our pulpits should utter insistently the call of the 
Christ for the application of the principles of the Cross to the solution of all our social 
and political problems. 

We suggest that the Conference s.end the following telegram to the Disarma- 
ment Conference: 

The Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
sends greetings to the Disarmament Conference, praying that the God of nations may 
help you to lead the world by all possible means into universal peace and international 
brotherliness. We believe the hour has come to end forever all thought of and prep- 
aration for war.

Dr. S. H. Werlein spoke of the Disarmament Conference as the greatest event 
in human history, and then introduced Mr. R. T. Moore, of Shreveport as the first 
speaker. Dr. F. N. Parker was the next speaker. Both Dr. Parker and Mr. Moore 
delivered stirring addresses appropriate to the occasion. Bishop McMurry announced 
that as the hour of adjournment was approaching he would not make the address ex- 
pected of him. The secretary was instructed to send telegram to the Disarmament 
Conference. 

The hour of adjournment having arrived before the tellers’ report of the first 
ballot for delegates to the General Conference could be read, the Bishop ordered the 
report sealed and placed in the custody of the Secretary of the Conference. 

Announcements and Adjournment. — Annnounccments were made, including the 
announcement of a laymen’s meeting at 2 p. m.; preaching by H. W. Rickey at 3 p. m., 
and the anniversary of the Board of Education at 7:30 p. m., and the Conference was 
adjourned with the doxology, and with prayer led by Rev. A. J. Barton, pastor of Cal- 
vary Baptist Church of Alexandria.

We recognize in the Church Extension Society one of the greatest factors for 
the extension of the Kingdom of God at our command.

Report of the Sunday School Board. — The report of the Sunday School Board 
was read by J. L. Evans and adopted as follows: ; 

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference: 

Your Sunday School Board beg leave to present the following report: 

The responsibility of teaching the whole constituency of the local church de- 
volves upon the Sunday school more than any other department of the church and 
we believe it very necessary that every school of the Conference be made better by 
making it possible for them to have better lesson material, trained teachers and ade- 
quate equipment. 

We recommend the Standard Training School to be the most effective plan ever 
offered by any church and ask your undivided support in promoting the same through- 
out the Conference. It offers to our Sunday schools courses of study which will best 
qualify the officers to organize the school and the teachers to meet the needs of the 
pupils. We expect to promote, this year, one Conference- wide school, several district- 
wide, and a number of city schools, also to provide other charges with teachers for 
training classes wherever possible, same to continue for one week. 

We recommend the Circuit Institute and are confident that it offers a great oppor- 
tunity for education in Sunday school principles and methods. These four-times-a- 
year institutes are to be held on fifth Sundays where practicable, and we ask the pre- 
siding elders to urge the pastors of their districts to promote and organize these in- 
stitutes on their charges. 

Our Sunday school literature is exceptionally fine and is being graded from 
time to time as it seems necessary to meet growing demands. Every Sunday school 
of the Conference should use our own publications. “The Church School” is a Sunday 
school magazine of the highest type and is giving to the church articles on religious 
education covering the entire field, and we urge every school to purchase as many 
copies as necessary to supply their teachers. 

“Children’s Week” has become a permanent adjunct of the church in promoting 
and advancing the study of child nature and nurture. We urge every school in the 
Conference to co-operate with the Sunday School Board in making the largest use of 
this occasion.

Report of the board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage. 

To the Presiding Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference: 

On behalf of the Board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage I 
beg leave to submit the following report for the current conference year: 

Our institution is still growing and broadening the sphere of its usefulness. 
While the superintendent’s report this year does not show a very marked increase 
in the number of children cared for during the year, this is accounted for in the fact 
that our housing capacity has not yet been increased, and we have had, for several 
years, all the children we ought to have to care for in the limited quarters we have. 
At present the building is crowded to its utmost limit. This situation we have planned, 
and are arranging, to remedy by extending our house room by the erection of two 
or more additional buildings. We are hoping to begin this work early in the coming 
year. 

Contributions for the support of the institution during the year have been 
liberal, notwithstanding the general business and financial depression that has pre- 
vailed throughout our state; this indicates that the institution is getting more and 
more on the hearts of the Methodist people of the state all the while, and its support 
and maintenance are assuming more and more a permanent system. 

Our superintendent’s report will prove, as usual, encouraging and inspirational 
to those who are interested in the work and who will take the time to read it. We 
owe no debts whatever and have more than ten thousand dollars on hand, and every- 
thing is running true and smooth. The future is optimistic and full of hope for the 
institution, so far as we are able to see. 

At the fall meeting of the Board of Directors, Rev. R. W. Vaughan, our super- 
intendent, was re-elected for the next twelve months, with the recommendation that 
his election be confirmed as an appointment by the Bishop. Dr. R. D. Webb, R. 0. 
Randle, and B. F. Roberts, members of the Board of Directors whose terms expire the 
present Conference year, were all re-elected to succeed themselves; and the Conference 
is requested to confirm their election. The Board of Directors also memorializes the 
Conference to set aside Easter and “Work Day” as days for taking offerings for the 
maintenance of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage, and to endorse the campaign for 
funds for building.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LOUISIANA 

METHODIST ORPHANAGE. 

To the Honorable S. D. Pearce, President, and Members of the Board of Directors of 
the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage, in session, October 27th, 1921. 

This, our twelfth annual report, covers our work from October 1st, 1920, to 
October 1st, 1921. 

We have cared for 159 children, having received 27 new children, during the 
year. Twenty-one children have been dismissed; fifteen returned to relatives, three 
placed in private homes, one left of own accord, one graduated and one working for 
himself; thus leaving 138 children in the home. We are happy to report again that 
we have had no deaths and no serious illness? among the children. 

The children have made good records in school, and at home, and their advance- 
ment and development are gratifying in many respects. Our own school is doing effec- 
tive work, and we have a most excellent faculty of consecrated Christian teachers 
who are devoting every effort to the welfare of the children. A feature of especial 
interest, doing incalculable good, is the Bible study work. A full period of school 
work is devoted each day to this important study and our children are grasping the 
idea of the importance of the Bible and its place in their education rarely realized 
among children. We have our own prayer service each night, and the children attend 
Sunday school and church regularly. 

It has been a fairly good year from an agricultural standpoint. Our crops of 
corn, potatoes, peanuts and cane have been especially good, and the vegetable crops 
fairly good. We have secured much in this way to help provide substantial nourish- 
ment for the children. We are especially pleased with the results from our dairy, 
securing an abundant supply of fine milk and butter. The hogs, and stock generally, 
have done well this year, and the outlook from this viewpoint is gratifying.

We are carrying $40,000 Fire insurance and $15,000 Tornado Insurance, with 
all premiums paid. 

While we can show but slight progress over our report of last year, we have 
held our own reasonably well, and the people have been most generous in their in- 
terest and help, considering the general depression. 

No effort has been made during the year to add to our Building and Equipment 
Fund, and but slight attempt has been made to collect the pledges. We felt that the 
conditions were not favorable to building and nothing has been done in that direction. 
This does not indicate, however, that the needs are less imperative than before. Our 
need for enlargement was never greater than now, and it is sincerely hoped some way 
can be devised whereby our plans may be carried out. 

A noble hearted friend of the orphanage, Mr. F. L. Prince, of Haughton, re- 
cently died leaving to the orphanage the sum of $2,000.00, and the balance of his estate 
should his widow marry again. We sincerely hope that more of our good people will 
consider the immense value that such a bequest means for a cause like ours, and in 
what a noble manner their name and influence can be perpetuated throughout the ages. 

Our orphanage, and this board, have sustained an irreparable loss in the death 
of Rev. J. M. Henry, D.D. Dr. Henry always maintained a keen, active interest in the 
orphanage and its work. His counsel and advice were invaluable for the number of 
years he w r as a member of your board,* and his interest in the children was a joy and 
inspiration to them. I am sure you will draft suitable resolutions to be spread on 
the records of our institution. 

“Work Day” and Easter have become established days in our Conference for 
securing the funds with which to carry on our work. We trust you will continue your 
request to the Conference for the repeated renewal of these days in our behalf. 

• Assuring you that we are doing our best, in our limited way, to make the orphan- 
age an institution of vital importance to our church and country, and praying for a 
continuance of your loyalty and support in all our undertakings in behalf of the many 
helpless, dependent children that cry to our church and our . God for help and an 
opportunity, I hereby submit our report for the Conference year now closing.

In view of the rapidly growing service the laymen are rendering the church, and 
desiring to co-operate with the ministers in rendering whatever service in our power, 
we, the Board on Lay Activities of this session of the Annual Conference, recommend 
as follows: 

Report No. 1. 

1. We nominate Mr. T. W. Holloman for Conference lay leader, and Mr. S. S.

Report of Special Committee on Assembly. — The report of the special committee 
appointed to consider the matter of an assembly for the Conferences west of the Mis- 
sissippi River, was read by Ellis Smith and adopted as follows:

Report of Special Committee on an Assembly for the Conferences West of the 

Mississippi River. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference. 

Dear Brethren: 

We, your committee to whom was referred the matter of an assembly for the 
Conferences west of the Mississippi River, beg to report as follows: 

We recommend the adoption by this Conference of the following resolution: 

The Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, re- 
solves; 

1. That an assembly west of the Mississippi River is needed by our people and 
should be established as speedily as practicable. 

2. That it should be so organized and developed as to care for the summer or 
vacation activities of our Sunday Schools, Missionary, Epworth League, Educational, 
and other social and recreational interests. 
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3. That we appoint George S. Sexton and Briscoe Carter as commissioners, 
who, with two others from each of the patronizing Conferences, shall be empowered to 
organize and to select a suitable site, making necessary contracts with communities 
and parties affected, but to create no financial obligation until further authorized by 
these Conferences. 

4. That deeds to property shall secure it to our church, but assurance is hereby 
given to the people whose offer may be accepted that their rights and interests shall 
be protected as far as is proper under the law of the church, and that this Conference 
will support and encourage this assembly as far as is consistent with other obligations. 

5. That commissioners are authorized to prepare such charter as may be legal 
under the laws of the state and the rules of the church, and to appoint such trustees 
as may be required, provided that the Conferences shall have the right to approve and 
remove and appoint trustees so that the assembly shall always be under the control of 
our church. 

6. That, while it is desirable that the proposed assembly should open within two 
years, nevertheless its magnitude and importance require that every step should be taken 
with due deliberation.

George S. Sexton Speaks. — George S. Sexton spoke to the report of the special 
committee and explained the purposes of the proposed assembly and the plans for the 
establishment of it. 

Report of First Ballot for Clerical Alternates. — The report of the tellers for the 
first ballot for clerical alternates was read as follows: Number of votes cast, 113;

H. T. Carley elected Alternate. — Bishop McMurry announced that H. T. Carley 
had been elected first alternate delegate to the General Conference.

Telegram Sent Rev. J. M. Brown. — Briscoe Carter stated that Rev. J. M. Brown, 
honored superannuate of the Louisiana Conference, was at home sick, and thereby 
caused to miss a Conference session for the first time in sixty years, and moved that 
the secretary be instructed to send an appropriate telegram to Brother Brown. The 
motion prevailed. 

Collection for Incidental Items. — It was moved that a collection be taken to de- 
fray the expense of sending telegrams and of incidentals connected with the work of 
the secretary, and the amount of $18.29 was received. 

Report of the Board of Education. — The report of the Board of Education was 
read by W. W. Drake as follows: 
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Report of the Board of Education. 

Your Board of Education recognizes with gratitude to God the successes so far 
* accomplished in our Christian Education Campaign, in which nearly $20,000,000 has been 
pledged for our schools and colleges, of which $421,538 has been pledged by the charges 
of our Conference in addition to $266,000 of directed gifts from the city of Shreveport. 

We have had under consideration reports concerning the Christian Education 
Movement from the General Board of Education and from the Conference Educational 
Secretary, and respectfully offer the following recommendations: 

First — Wfe are gratified at the splendid progress that has been made towards 
the attainment of the five objectives of the Christian Education Movement. When all 
of the conditions are taken into account we believe that what has been accomplished i& 
little short of marvelous. It is a great tribute to the faithful service a$d loyalty of 
the preachers and people participating. 

Second — We desire to emphasize that the campaign is not closed, and must not 
be until the entire quota for this Conference is raised. If our institutions needed $33,- 
000,000 a year ago, the Movement has multiplied that need by awakening in our people 
a desire for Christian education. Our schools last year turned away 5,000 for lack of 
facilities; they probably have lost 10,000 this year fot* the same reason. We are, there- 
fore, in the midst of an incomplete task. Every charge in Methodism has been as- 
signed a definite part in a great co-operative effort of the church to solve its educa- 
tional problem, and it is hereby declared to be the policy of Louisiana Conference to 
regard the quotas assigned heretofore as standing against its respective districts and 
charges until they are raised. 

Third — We recommend that the presiding elders in the first round of quarterly 
conferences in the question, “What is being done for Christian education ?” secure 
accurate reports from pastors and charge collectors or directors concerning the quota 
and the amounts already subscribed and concerning the general economic condition in 
each charge. We further recommend that wherever practicable arrangements be made 
to finish the every-member canvass if same has been begun, and in case no canvass has 
been made, that one be inaugurated as soon as may be expedient. The full amount of 
each quota should be subscribed if possible by the General Conference of 1922. 

Fourth — We recommend that A. S. Lutz be appointed Conference Educational 
Secretary. 

Fifth — We recommend that our people pay promptly their educational subscrip- 
tions when they fall due, that pastors and presiding elders urge prompt payment in 
every way possible, and that as most subscriptions fall due Nov. 1, and are already 
overdue, we fix the week — January 8-15 — as Pay-Up Week. The schools and colleges 
of our Conference are sorely in need of money, and the co-operation of pastor, pre- 
siding elder and people is urged in an effort to secure the prompt payment of pledges. 

Sixth — We recommend that if church collectors in any charge or charges have 
not been appointed, they should be elected at the first quarterly conference of the en- 
suing year. 

We note from the report of the Department of Ministerial Supply and Training 
and Life Service that the full quota of 5,000 volunteers for life service, set by the 
Christian Educational Movement, has been secured. This magnificent offering of young 
lives lays upon the church the imperative task of guiding and training them for the 
service of the Kingdom. In addition to the financial aid which has been in some meas- 
ure provided, our pastors and local churches must lay a sympathetic hand upon these 
volunteers and help them in preparation for their life work. 
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We have carefully considered the reports of the Southern Methodist University 
and of its School of Theology, and would congratulate the church upon the fact that 
the general financial condition of the University is greatly improved, its enrollment 
increased over previous years, and its religious spirit improved by a great religious 
awakening during the year under the preaching of Dr. John A. Rice, Dr. H. A. Boaz 
and Mr. Sherwood Eddy. We particularly rejoice in the increased attendance of the 
School of Theology and the gratifying results of the pastoral labors of the theological 
students in the territory near the University. In this connection we would call atten- 
tion to the Summer Assembly and Training School held at the University during the 
last half of June each year, and commend its valuable work to our preachers. 

The reports from Centenary College which we have had under consideration, 
submitted bj the president of the Board of Trustees and the president of the College, 
bring the most gratifying information of improved conditions, both as to financial con- 
ditions and enrollment of students. These reports indicate that in addition to the 
money that will come to the College from the Christian Education Campaign, some 
$460,000 has been pledged in Shreveport for the endowment of Centenary College, 
which amount will be augmented until it reaches $550,000. Upon the condition of 
the raising of this amount the General Board of Education has agreed to add $250,000 
to complete a fund of $800,000 for the endowment of the College. In this connection 
we wish to express our high appreciation of the splendid work of Dr. Sexton in plan- 
ning and securing these magnificent sums, and of the fine work of those gentlemen 
associated with him in the Shreveport Rotary Club, and of the generous liberality of 
those citizens, who in large gifts and smaller contributions have contributed to the in- 
stitution, which will doubtless become a most valuable contribution to the life of the 
city and state. We would also express our thanks and appreciation to the General 
Board of Education in New York for its liberal offer. With this increase in financial 
resources and the enlarged faculty and equipment thus made possible, the College has 
already increased its enrollment to the limit of its present capacity. 

We note with satisfaction the continued success and excellenti work of Mansfield 
Female College. The enrollment is gratifying, the work thorough and conscientious, 
and the atmosphere home-like and finely /'adapted to the building of Christian character. 

We recommend the appointment of the following Board of Trustees for Mans- 
field Female College, viz:

Several new members have been added to the Board of Centenary College during 
the year, and as there has been some irregularity in the confirmation of members, we 
recommend that the entire present board be confirmed at this time, as follows: Dr.

We call the attention of all our undergraduates to the value and necessity under 
our law of the Correspondence School courses, and in order to remove the difficulties 
which hinder in some instances the board stands ready to pay the fees in cases where 
the presiding elder recommends such payment. 
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We commend to our preachers the excellent work done each year by the Sea 
Shore Divinity School. 

We have considered a resolution reported to us from the Shreveport District Con- 
ference requesting that a preachers’ institute be established at Centenary College to 
be held immediately following the college session each year, and we recommend the 
authorization of such’ institute, to be financed by the Shreveport District for the com- 
ing year, and by the Board of Education for the future. 

We have had before us matters concerning the Sea Shore Camp Ground School 
and the property on which it is located. We recommend the appointment of Rev. W. 
W. Holmes, Rev. R. H. Wynn and Rev. C. C 7 Miller and Messrs. R. E. Bobbitt, T. W. 
Holloman and James Boyd as trustees representing the above property, and of Mr. 
T. W. Holloman to confer with attorneys to be appointed by the Mississippi and Ala- 
bama Conferences as to legal phases affecting said property. 

We request the appointment of Rev. F. N. Parker, D.D., as Dean of the Candler 
School of Theology, Emory University; Frank Collins as student in Emory University; 
of Revs. R. E. Smith, D. B. Raulins and Roy Moore as professors in Centenary College.

The Missionary Voice is a periodical of thrilling interest, and should be read 
by all our people as well as by countless groups of women.

Report of the Memorial Home. — The report of the Memorial Home, New Orleans, 
was read as follows: 

Report of Memorial Home for Young Women. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Annual Conference in session at Alex- 
andria, Louisiana, November 9th, 1921. 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

We submit the following report of the work that has been done at the Memorial 
Home for Young Women: 

We have had in the home during this Conference year 62 girls and young 
women. They range in all classes from the unlearned and unsophisticated young 
woman from the remote rural sections to those who come from homes of refinement 
and culture. The management seeks to guide them back to the pathway of rectitude 
and virtue, without the extreme on one hand of causing them to look upon their sin 
as a light thing, and upon the other to save them from the shame and despair whicn 
we find is characteristic of the majority of those who have passed through the home. 
Regular religious services are held each morning and evening by the matron, and on 
Thursday evening they are taught a Bible lesson by some consecrated woman, and 
we have had preaching services once each week by some of our pastors or the superin- 
tendent. The results have been gratifying in that practically every one of them have 
been converted and a number have united with the Methodist Church. 

We have been able to correlate the home with the Virginia K. Johnson Home 
and School at Dallas, Texas, and whenever it is possible to find the means and the 
young women are willing to go, we send them there for a two years course in literary 
and industrial training that fits them for economic independence, and where they have 
two years of character training under the most favorable conditions. Others who 
cannot take this two years course we assist in finding positions, and where it is pos- 
sible and they so desire they are permitted to return to their homes. We have had 
70 babies in the home during the year, disposed of as follows: Died, 6; taken by their 

mothers, 11; adopted into Christian homes, 52;. in home at present, 11. 

This is the only Protestant institution in all this • section of the country that 
undertakes to do this character of work and surely there are none who are at all 
acquainted with the conditions of our country and the character of work that is being 
done by the institution, who will question the wisdom of the church in trying to save 
these unfortunate girls — yours and mine, from a fate infinitely worse than death.

Report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance. — The report of the Committee 
on Sabbath Observance was read and adopted as follows: 

Report of the Committee on Sabbath Observance. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference. 

Dear Brethren: t 

The preservation of the Christian Sabbath is in the keeping of the Christian 
church. Never in any age of the church has it been so viciously attacked by organized 
influences that seek to commercialize any advantage Sabbath desecration may afford. 
While we deplore this general Sabbath desecration, the enemies of our Sabbath are 
going steadily ahead, persistently organizing their forces and conducting a propa- 
ganda as false as it is openly flaunted in the faces of our all but sleeping churchmen, 

The Sabbath is of God’s command; the home and the church depend upon its 
preservation; the efficiency of workmen in every industry depends upon its proper 
observance. Realizing that we can do nothing independently, we therefore urge the 
passage of, and endorse the following resolution: 

Resolved: That the desecration of our Lord’s Sabbath day is imperilling the 

safety of our nation. Working for profit seven days in the week will destroy the 
religious life of any man, state or nation. 

As a nation, just as well as states, cities and individuals, we should recognize 
the Sabbath as God commands; and we should not license or permit city, state or inter- 
state, or national business for profit on Sunday. It is now enslaving millions and 
leading millions more to the satanic slavery of Sabbath breaking. Our government 
should not use physical force to make men pray, nor study the Bible, nor go to church, 
but it should see that a Sabbath day’s rest is secured by law to every person under 
its jurisdiction. This is necessary for our physical, moral and financial growth and 
safety, as has been preached by our best statesmen, and decided by our United States 
Supreme Court, and by our state supreme courts for generations past. A nation that 
violates the Sabbath regularly is as sure to go to ruin, as Israel went to Babylon and 
Continental Europe to war. 
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We urge the passage of some law that would eliminate as far as possible all 
violation of the Sabbath. We urge all our preachers and members to preach often 
and to practice scrupulous obedience to the Sabbath commandment. 

The Sabbath is God’s day of rest for all to lay aside all worldly money-making 
pursuits and to teach religion in our homes, in public meetings, to our children and 
to all. To neglect this prime duty, as is being so generally done, means death to 
our dearest hopes, liberties, treasures and nation. We must act now, or soon it will 
be too late.

Report of the Bible Society Board. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Louisiana Conference. 

Brethren: 

The Bible Society Board submits the following report: 

The American Bible Society has submitted a report of its Southwestern Agency 
operations for the last fiscal year. The Southwestern Agency is composed of the 
states of Louisiana, Arkansas, Oklahoma and Texas. We are happy to note that the 
society has done much work in Louisiana and especially in New Orleans, where such 
work is most needed. 

The society has issued upwards of 140,000,000 copies of the Scriptures, in more 
than 150 languages and dialects, and several systems for the blind, and also 7,000,000 
copies have been distributed among soldiers and sailors during the World War. The 
Southwestern Agency distributed more than 81,000 volumes in the four states within 
its bounds. 

The financial needs of the Society are provided for by our church, as directed 
by the General Conference, in the 3% appropriation from the general budget, making 
the assessments unnecessary on the part of our Conference. But nothwithstanding 
this, there is a great need for funds by the society, and therefore we urge those who 
can to make substantial gifts to the society in order to enable it to carry out its 
plans to bring the Word to every human being. 

We suggest that our pastors who need Bibles for distribution among their con- 
gregations apply for them to J. J. Morgan, Secretary Southwestern Agency, Ameri- 
can Bible Society, Dallas, Texas, who will send them such Bibles on consignment. •

Report No. 2, Board of Temperance and Social Service. — Report No. 2, Board 
of Temperance and Social Service, was read by J. W. Faulk and adopted as follows: 

Report of the Board of Temperance and Social Service, No. 2. 

We view the tendency of many throughout our church who participate in the 
immodest dress and public places of amusement as evidence of a low spiritual con- 
dition in the home life of our people. We therefore urge upon our membership to 
live the separate life from the world and observe the general rules of our church to 
hold private and family prayer in all our homes. 
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We wish to endorse the Anti-Tuberculosis League and request all our members 
to assist in furthering its interests in our state. 

We desire to command and urge our people to support and co-operate with the 
local Red Cross organization in doing the United Charity Work in all our charges. 

In view of the unsatisfactory relations now existing between the white and 
colored races, we express our conviction that the church should acknowledge its re- 
sponsibility and its duty seriously to set itself to the task of aiding in the solution of 
tnese perplexing problems by the application of Christian principles. 

We therefore ask our pastors to lay this matter on the consciences of our people 
to the end that our relations with the colored people may be characterized by patience, 
justice and Christian charity. . 

We pledge our Conference commission to co-operation with the General Con- 
ference Commission and ask our pastors and our people to assist in the formation of 
local organizations which shall endeavor to establish a more helpful attitude between 
the races. 

We desire to call your attention to the wide range and power of the Anti-Saloon 
League of America. European countries are not only watching results in America; 
but are calling on the Anti-Saloon League of America for help in solving the liquor 
problem. 

We can render them no greater service in their fight than to see to it that 
prohibition is made a success in America. To do this it becomes necessary to call on 
all good people to join in elevating to office God-fearing men who stand for enforce- 
ment of all law. 

We commend the work of the Anti-Saloon League and pledge ourselves to 
continued support of it in all efforts to make prohibition effective. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. A. W. Turner as superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League of Louisiana, and invite him to visit our charges in the interest 
of this great work. 

We commend the good work being done by the W. C. T. U. and pray that it 
may continue.

We are indeed glad to report the great increase of chapters, members, and 
interest in local chapters within our' conference during the past year. This is the re- 
sult of the intensive training program being conducted by the Conference League 
Organization. 

The League Assembly, held annually at Mansfield Female College, Mansfield, 
La., with its inspirational, educational and recreational program, has been of great 
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value to Methodists in Louisiana, and if properly supported by the pastors of our Con- 
ference, is destined to do great good for the young life of our church. 

In order to encourage this great work among our young people, which the Con- 
ference officers have so well in hand, we submit the following policy as a guide. 

Be it the policy of the Epworth League Board and every member of the Louisi- 
ana Annual Conference, 

FIRST, to co-operate to the fullest extent with the Conference officers in mak- 
ing effective the great advance program which they are now engaged in, placing spe- 
cial emphasis upon the following items: 

(1) — Intensive development of the chapters now in existence; and an effort 
made to increase the number of our organized chapters, Juniors, Intermediates and 
Seniors to one hundred and seventy-five (175). 

(2) — The observance of Anniversary Day in accordance with the law of the 
Discipline, in every congregation within the borders of our Annual Conference the 
second Sunday in May or as near thereto as possible. 

(3) — To encourage FULL TIME and PART TIME service among our young 
people in every congregation and assist in the cultivation of those who have already 
made their decision. 

SECOND, to encourage, at least one young person to attend the Fourth Annual 
Assembly from each of our churches, whether it has a League chapter or not.

Report No. 2 Board of Finance. — Report No. 2 of the Board of Finance was read 
by John F. Foster and adopted as follows: 

Report No. 2, Board of Finance. 

Dear Brethren: 

Your Board have had before them the following Memorial to the General Con- 
ference to sit in Hot Springs during May next and recommend the same to you for 
your adoption: 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1918 created the General Board of Finance, 
and instructed it with all diligence to proceed to raise adequate Superannuate Endow- 
ment, and 

Whereas, Said General Conference gave the right of way during the quadren- 
nium 1918,-22 for organized campaigns to raise many millions of dollars for the Mis- 
sionary Centenary and the Christian Education Movement, and limited the effort of 
the General Board of Finance to secure funds for Superannuate Endowment during 
said period to the usual and ordinary methods of obtaining contributions for benevolent 
purposes, and 

Whereas, The General Board of Finance during 1918-22 has found the Church so 
thoroughly in the grip of the organized campaigns, as stated, that it has been impossible 
to increase the funds for Superannuate Endowment in such measure as to provide ade- 
quate support for the Conference claimants, and 

Whereas, The Conference claimants of the Church have continued patiently to 
suffer as they have suffered through the entire history of the Church, on account of the 
lack of proper support, and 

Whereas, The General Board of Finance, organized under the direction of the 
General Conference, incorporated under the statutes of Missouri, and located in the 
City of St. Louis, has become strongly and firmly established, thoroughly equipped and 
competent to handle large funds, and 

Whereas, The General Conference of 1918, and the consensus of opinion of prac- 
tically all other Church leaders, have, by strongest implication at least, held out the 
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hope that the ensuing quadrennium would be given to a special effort to provide ade- 
quate support for the Conference claimants; 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That the Louisiana Annual Conference hereby 
memorializes the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to be 
held in May, 1922, to give to its General Board of Finance the right of way during the 
ensuing quadrennium, May, 1922-1926, to carry on a special effort in all of the Annual 
Conferences to raise a minimum of $10,000,000.00 for Superannuate Endowment, the 
amount raised by the effort to be received and -administered by the General Board of 
Finance, and credited on its books to the General Superannuate Endowment Fund and 
the respective Conference Superannuate Endowment Funds, accordiing to the ratio of 
division to be determined.

Resolved, That whereas the Louisiana Annual Conference has adopted a resolu- 
tion ordering that the amount apportioned to each district be distributed among the 
various charges in proportion to the membership and the amount paid for ministerial 
support during the past quadrennium, we hereby memorialize the Louisiana Annual 
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Conference that said ditsribution in the several districts be based upon both the mem- 
bership and the amount paid for ministerial support of the precedinig year instead of 
the preceding quadrennium as heretofore; and that the Secretary of the Annual Confer- 
ence be required to furnish data to each of the presiding elders in order that the said 
divisions may be made. 

And that all resolutions with reference to the distribution of the assesssments in 
conflict with the above resolution be, and are hereby repealed.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Be it Resolved, That each church securing assistance from the Church Extension 
Board shall be required to secure the refunding of the sum donated in the event of the 
property being alienated from the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, by entering and 
recording a mortgage for the sum donated.

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MEMOIRS. 

REV. JAMES MATHEW HENRY, D.D. 

James Mathew Henry was born near Newberry, Newberry County, South Caro- 
lina, January 15, 1863. He died in Ruston, La., October 11, 1921. His earthly pilgrim- 
age marking" the span of fifty-eight years, eight months and twenty-six days. Born of 
Lutheran parentage, he was converted and joined the Methodist Church when about 
twenty years of age. 

The choice which he made at this time to affiliate with the Methodist Church was 
made through one of the hardest trials of his life, but with the firmness characteristic 
of the man through all his life, he stood for his faith and his convictions. About this 
time he felt the call to perach. In the days of his youth he left his home and literally 
worked his way through college, without financial aid, graduating from Newberry Col- 
lege and later attending the Biblical department of Vanderbilt University. 

He came to Louisiana from Vanderbilt in the interim between Conferences, and 
was put in charge of the Lafourche Mission. From this time to the day of his death 
he was in uninterrupted service. A list of his appointments will indicate the variety 
and extent of his pastoral services throughout all these years: 

He was appointed to the City Mission, Shreveport, 1890-91; served Carrollton 
A venue Church, New Orleans, 1892-93; Moreau Street Church, New Orleans, 1894-95; 
New Iberia, 1896-98; appointed presiding elder of the Delhi District in 1899, continuing 
on this district, subsequently designated as the Monroe District, 1900-1902, making a 
quadriennium in that territory; served Algiers charge in 1903, returning as presiding 
elder to the Monroe District in 1904-1905; presiding elder of the Crowley District, 
1906-07; pastor First Church, Baton Rouge, 1908-09; presiding elder New Orleans Dis- 
trict, 1910-13; pastor Trinity Church, Ruston, 1914-15; presiding elder Ruston District, 
1916-19; pastor Trinity Church, Ruston District, 1920-21. He was ordained Deason in 
1892, and Elder in 1893. 

Doctor Henry’s position as a leader in Conference affairs and in administration 
in the work of the Church stand out conspicuously in the varied positions held by him 
on boards and committees and places of special service. He was the first chairman of 
the Epworth League Board of the Louisiana Conference, 1895-97, and was retained on 
the Board during the next quadriennium. He was made a member of the Board of 
Trustees in 1900, and served on the Board until death. He became a member of the 
Board of Education in 1902, President of the Board in 1905, and served continuously 
until death. He was made President of the Legal Conference in 1914, and served as 
such until death. He was a member of the Board of Trustees of the Louisiana Meth- 
odist Orphanage since 1914. He served on the Board of Church Extension; President of 
the Board of Missions; President of the Historical Commission; Chairman of the Pub- 
lishing Committee of the New Orleans Christian Advocate, and served on a number of 
other boards and committees. He was a delegate to the General Conference of 1906. 
Centenary College, recognizing his distinguished service and ability, conferred upon 
him the degree of Doctor of Divinity in 1909. 

He was married to Miss Lillian Gibbs, of Monroe, La., October 15, 1907. His 
devoted wife and their two children, James and Margaret, remain to mourn his loss. 

These items do not exhaust the record of special services rendered by him to the 
Church and to the State, they only serve to indicate in outline the confidence placed in 
him by his brethren of the Conference and the effectiveness of his life and ministry. 

It is difficult to put in words an adequate estimate of the worth of such a man 
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as James M. Henry. His influence upon individuals was great. He put the strength 
of his character into others; he made men stronger by his presence. 

Some estimate of the outstanding characteristics of the man will come readily 
to the minds of all who knew him. He was a man of very definite purpose, never 
vacillating nor hasty in arriving at a decision. There was a certain poise in his mind 
&nd bearing, a strength of character that was the man himself. From first to last he 
exhibited this firmness and clearness of mind. When he gave himself to God and His 
Church he gave himself utterly, without reserve, leaving all else that he might be 
faithful to his high sense of duty. He never wavered in his faith or his allegiance to 
the work of the ministry. In his character there was blended great positiveness of mind 
with genuine humility. He was never self-assertive, and while holding his convictions 
with immovable purpose his estimate of himself was humble. 

His earlier appointments scarcely supported him, but he worked on without com- 
plaint, taking what was sent and doing his best. It was inevitable that in the course 
of time he would find a place of his own in the Conference. This he did, and maintained 
to the end a position of widespread influence in the Conference, both among the preach- 
ers and the charges he served. 

Dr. Henry was a man of wide reading and extensive knowledge of affairs. In 
his travels and reading he acquired a very wide range of information. His interest in 

Ihe movements of the world and the conditions of its peoples was keen, and he sought 

\ 

to obtain exact information about all the great concerns of the world in which we live 
,'ind work. He was well informed in the literature of theology and religion. He knew 
the great outstanding doctrines of our holy faith and was clear in his apprehension and 
statement of the truth in his own preaching. He was conspicuously reticent and 
modest about expressing himself. Not everyone knew the wide range of his knowledge 
and the accuracy of his information. But in a group of his friends, or of interested 
persons, he was always more than able to hold his own in informing conversation and 
appreciation of the significance of the events of his own times and country. 

He excelled as an administrator. His membership in numerous boards and com- 
mittees indicated the confidence of his brethren and his ability to do these things. I 
was with him in the cabinet for a number of years, and was well acquainted with his 
administrative work as a presiding elder. He often impressed his associates with the 
clearness of his judgment, frequently finding a way to do things that adjusted delicate 
situations and furthered the interest of the> Conference w r ork. In this administrative 
work he was very careful and considerate of his berthren. It is always difficult for a 
man in this position to satisfy all of the interests involved, but I have never known a 
man to labor more earnestly and with greater impartiality to do the right thing than 
did Doctor Henry under these trying circumstances. 

One of the outstanding characteristics of our brother was his loyalty. When he 
came to Louisiana to make this state his home he came as a stranger from one of the 
old, settled Protestant states to this Conference where difficulties abounded, and where 
our church had seen many a struggle. From the very first he became attached to the 
state. I never knew a man who had a more enthusiastic devotion and loyalty than he 
did to Louisiana and the Louisiana Conference. He came seeking a field in which to 
work; he found it and stayed in it. And, so far as I know, never contemplated a move 
from it. This great characteristic of loyalty appeared in his relations with his friends. 
No man ever had a more devoted friend than J. M. Henry. Through more than thirty 
years I knew him, and never have a trusted a man more implicitly than I did this noble 
man of God. 

His religious life was deep. He was not given to public expression of his feel- 
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irgs, but when the time came he gave his testimony simply, unfalteringly and briefly. 
He possessed a mind of singular purity; I never heard him indulge in any form of con- 
versation but such as became a follower of the Lord Jesus Christ. He never descended 
to little things in his relations to men. He had a high soul and an exalted idea of fair- 
ness, of duty and consideration for the rights of other people and for the claims that 
were legitimately made upon him. The last two years of his life were shadowed with 
illness. He met it with characteristic courage and faith; there was no murmuring, 
and he met the issue with a splendid fight for life. Filled with hope, cheerfulness, 
patience and courage, he met the issue submissively to God. His cheerfulness and self- 
possession never forsook him. Master of himself from beginning to end, he was still 
the master when the earthly house of his tabernacle began to break under the strain of 
disease. 

He met death as he met life, face to face, unafraid, calm in the consciousness that 
he had given all for Christ. When told that he could live only a short time, he 
said: “It is all right, it is all right; if God so wills it I am ready.” And then he quiet- 
ly talked over his business affairs with his devoted wife, making ready for the final 
journey to his eternal home. 

As we look back over the years we see now how strong and how true he was 
and what a high place he occupied in our councils. There was none of us but will be the 
stronger for having known him, and still stronger when we think of his ungrudging 
faith in Christ, giving back to God the life given to him.

BISHOP W. R. LAMBUTH. 

Bishop Walter Russell Lambuth was one of the rarest products of the Christian 
religion. Born in China of American parents and educated in the schools of America 
and of Europe, he combined the strange religious intuitions of the mystic with the vigor- 
ous intellectual power and practical efficiency of the master of affairs. His own 
tender heart was stirred by the deepest spiritual experiences of the child of God, 
while his mighty brain was busy with plans for the establishment of the Kingdom of 
God upon earth. The impelling power of a great ideal and the inspiring power of a 
great idea were the controlling influences that shaped his life and made it one of the 
permanent contributions to the welfare of the world. 

Called of God to the ministry, he naturally turned to the field to which his own 
father gave his life, and in which he had, therefore, a rich inheritance. Missionary zeal 
marked his ministry from the beginning, and he soon became a recognized leader In 
missionary enterprises. His church called him to positions of honor and responsibility 
in its affairs, but they were to him simply opportunities of rendering greater service 
to his fellow-men, whom he loved. He became in the truest sense a world-citizen. His 
passion for the souls of men manifested itself in his ministry to the poor wayfaring 
sinner as well as in his zeal for the evangelization of a continent. His contributions to 
the geographical knowledge of the world made him a Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society, but — a higher honor — his apostolic labors made him a prince in the Kingdom 
of God! In the difficult fields of the Orient, in the Dark Continent, along the remote 
borders of Europe, as well as in the wide- stretching fields of the Western Hemisphere, 
he was always and everywhere a simple minister of the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

We will not say that the death of Bishop Lambuth was untimely, though it seems 
so to us, for the times are in God's hand; but the announcement of his death brought 
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sorrow to Christendom. He has passed on to his mansion in the skies — and we are 
left to carry on the work. As his life brought inspiration to us, his death should call 
us with renewed consecration to the glorious task of the evangelization of the world. 
While his great soul is with the shining ones on high, his body lies by the side of his 
mother in Shanghai, a challenge to the church to make China and all the nations of 
earth the possession of our Lord and of His Christ. We pay tender tribute to. his 
memory and thank God for the record of his triumphant faith and victorious death. A 
new chapter has been written in the acts of the apostles.

These and other like services and sacrifices she made in the Master’s name, to 
those who knew her so well, are like ointment poured for the filling all the wide room 
of memory with its lasting fragrance.

Paper on Richmond Nolley. 

The saintly, heroic life of Richmond Nolley — the lonely and untimely death, and 
the time and circumstances connected with it, invest his story with a tragic and 
peculiar interest. He seems to have been the first itinerant Methodist preacher to 
“die at his post” west of the Mississippi River. 

In these notes I shall quote largely from the historians to whom we are in- 
debted for most of the facts concerning his life and character in the hope that the 

memory of Nolley’s saintly life may inspire us to deeper devotion and love to our Master 
and lead us to larger success in winning lost ones to Him. 

These notes are submitted by him, who deeply appreciates the kindness of his 
brethren in selecting him to give them at this, the fiftieth session of the Louisiana An- 
nual Conference which he has attended. 

Richmond Nolley was bom in Brunswick County, Virginia, toward the close of 
the Eighteenth Century. His parents moved to Georgia during his childhood. Both 
parents died soon afterwards and the orphan boy found a home in the family of Captain 
Lucas, a merchant of Sparta. Here he grew to manhood, and was converted at a 
camp meeting held six miles from Sparta in the year 1806. 

He was admitted on trial in the South Carolina Conference in 1807, and in the 

bounds of that Conference he labored faithfully and successfully for four years. He 
was then transferred to the Tombigbee Mission in Alabama — a distant and hard field, 
for the Creek Indians were then ravaging the country, and the whites were in the 
forts. But he went from one fort to another with tireless devotion, bearing the mes- 
sage of salvation to those hardy pioneers. 

He was transferred to the Mississippi Conference in 1813 and attended the 
session which was held in the private residence of Rev. Newet Vick in Jefferson County, 
November 1, 1813. He was appointed to the Attakapas Circuit in Louisiana. This 
was a year of arduous labor and he was exposed to many hardships and dangers. On 
one occasion he stopped to warm his shivering body at the smokestack of a wealthy 
sugar planter, who promptly ordered him away. “Sons of Belial,” writes Bishop 
McTyiere, “took him out of the pulpit at St. Martinsville, and were on the way to the 
bayou to duck him, when a strange Deborah was raised up; a stout negro woman armed 
with a hoe vigorously assailed them, and rescued the preacher out of their hands.” 
But, nothing daunted, by this experience of which the Bishop tells and by other trials 
which he suffered, he preached, met the classes, visited from house to house, prayed 
with the families when privileged to do so, catechised the children, and talked to the 
negroes and everybody who came in his way on the subject of their personal salvation. 
He consecrated his whole being to the work of soul-saving. He was successful in adding 
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about thirty new members to the church, which in those days was estimated a con- 
siderable gain. 

Nolley attended the Conference, which met at Rev. John Ford's, in Marion 
County, “west of Pearl River,” November 14, 1814. The appointments- at this Con- 
ference for Louisiana were: Louisiana District, Thomas Griffin, Presiding Elder; 

Rapides, Elisha Lott; Attakapas, R. Nolley; Washita, Thomas Griffin* 

Journeying together for some distance on the way to their appointments, Thomas 
Griffin and Nolley crossed the Mississippi River at Natchez on the morning of Novem- 
ber 23. They reached Sicily Island that evening and spent their last night together. 

Next morning Griffin turned toward the north and Nolley toward the south. 
Owing to heavy rains and the necessity of detouring to avoid swollen streams, Nolley 
traveled slowly, and it was late in the evening of the second day that “he came to a 
fitful swollen stream, the eastern branch of Hemphill Creek,” since called “Hemp's 
Creek.” From a village of Indians near the creek he procured a guide and proceeded 
to the ford, and leaving his valise and saddlebags, he attempted to cross the creek. 
The swift current bore his horse down stream and at the point of the further shore 
which they reached it was so steep that they could not get out. In the struggle Nolley 
and the horse parted. Nolley got hold of an overhanging bough and pulled himself 
out. The horse swam back to the shore from which they had started. Directing the 
Indian to keep his horse till morning, then bring the horse and his baggage over the 
creek, Nolley started for the nearest house, that of Mr. Carter, about two miles distant. 

“He had gone but a little way when the angels met him and took him away — 
with sweet surprise Nolley found himself in the land of Beulah, though in a dreary 
swamp of Louisiana. Beholding the shining ones, he doubtless exclaimed with one 
of old: ‘This is God’s host!’ Fancy must supply what history fails to record, for 

there were none present save those from the skies. It was Friday, his fast day. 
Chilled and exhausted, the cold and the darkness becoming every moment more intense, 
he sank down at a point about three-fourths of a mile from the ford. He seemed coi. 
scious of the approaching end. The prints of his knees were in the ground, showing 
what his last exercise had been. Having commended his soul to God, with what a 
sense of the nearness of heaven, it may be supposed, he laid him down at the roots 
of a clump of pines. The itinerant preacher received his discharge. There he lay on 
the cold ground and wet leaves, at full length, his eyes neatly closed, his left nand 
on his breast, and his right a little fallen off. The solitary spot and the gloomy sur- 
roundings were not incompatible with finishing his course with joy. 

“Next day, the water having fallen, the Indian crossed over and found on the 
roadside, first, the heavy overcoat, and then the corpse. It was taken to the house 
he was trying to reach, and the neighbors gathered to the burial on Sunday. Slowly 
the news reached the circuit and spread among the people. The effect was profound 
and conciliating.” 

“A widow lady — Mrs. Brown,” says Jones, “and her daughters made the shroud, 
and the men of the neighborhood dug the grave and provided the coffin.” Jones also 
says that “The date of his death was the evening or night of November 25, 1814.” He 
was thirty years old at the time of his death, and he had been preaching seven years. 

The grave of Richmond Nolley is about twenty-two miles west of Harrisonburg, 
La., and near the road leading to Alexandria, which is thirty-five miles distant. “In 
the autumn of 1835,” says Jones, “w r hen the author passed the place, the location of 
the grave was pointed out as being in a little uncultivated, unfenced, old-field, sur- 
rounded by a young undergrowth.” 

The Minutes of the Tenth Session of the Louisiana Conference, held in Bastrop, 
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La., for Saturday, December 15, 1855, contain the following: “On motion of S. J. 

Davies, it was resolved to appoint a committee of three to mature a plan for the erec- 
tion of suitable tombstones over our deecased brethren in the ministry.” “J. C. Keener, 
S. J. Davies and R. Randle were appointed on said committee.” This committee re- 
ported on Monday, December 17, 1855, at the same session, as follows: “That the 
remains of the following ministers who have labored in Louisiana, without tombs, (are 
as follows), Nolley rests in Catahoula, Brewer at Cotile, Jones beyond the Calcasieu, 
Hines at Donaldsonville, Tinder at the mouth of Bartholomew in Ouachita Parish, 
Page and two children were burnt in the steamboat Yellow Busha on his way to his 
appointment at Bayou Goula, Tostrick at New Orleans, Jesse A. Guice at Tensas Parish, 
Bremer at New Orleans, W. H. Tumley in Catahoula, Benton at Trinity or Bayou 
Boeuff, Childers at New Orleans. 



“Resolved that tombs of white marble of uniform size and value be raised to 
these brethren, with an inscription, stating that it is erected by the Louisiana Con- 
ference, the place and date of birth, and also of conversion, the date of admission into 
the traveling connection; — the date and place of successive appointments; — the last 
text preached from. 



“Resolved that the value of the stone be dollars, and the shape of the stone 

a solid parallelogram — whole measure four feet high, two feet square, upon a base 
of granite. 

R. RANDLE, 

J. DAVIES, 

J. C. KEENER.” 



It was also — 

“Resolved that each preacher in the bounds of whose work any traveling preacher 
may have died shall ascertain the place where such now lies buried and forward a 
statement of the facts in the case of said deceased minister to a Committee on Tomb- 
stones at New Orleans to be appointed.” 

The Minutes do not show who was appointed on this committee here mentioned. 
But Jones has the following: “On the 19th of May, 1856,” which was only a few 

months after the action of the Conference which has just been given, — “on the 19th 
of May, 1856, a committee of three members of the Louisiana Conference, of which 
H. N. McTyeire, afterward bishop, was one, visited the place,” that is, the grave of 
Nolley, “and successfully sought and found the long neglected spot, and marked it for 
future generations.” (p 378). I quote a thrilling passage from Stephen’s History of 
Methodism, Vol. 4, page 421 — “In 1856 three members of the Conference sought out the 
long neglected and almost forgotten spot, and marked it, and, kneeling down, conse- 
crated themselves afresh to the same ministry of faith and patience and love. These 
forty years the recollection of Nolley has quickened the zeal of his brethren. From 
that mound of earth in the fenceless old field, a voice has spoken — ‘Be faithful.’ In the 
minds of the people the effect was profound.” 

I now give some facts never published — as given me by Rev. Robert Parvin. 
Brother Robert Randle remembers them, but, unfortunately, neither of us carefully 
noted dates. So they are not claimed to be accurate in every case. Rev. Robert Par- 
vin transferred from the Memphis Conference to the Louisiana Conference, in Decem- 
ber, 1855. He was transferred to the Little Rock Conference in 1866, but returned 
to the Louisiana Conference in 1871. He was at Harrisonburg in 1876. Brother Par- 
vin said: “A committee composed of N.- A. Cravens, A. E. Goodwyn and myself were 
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appointed to visit Jena and find Nolley’s grave.” Only Parvin went. As he was pas- 
tor at Harrisonburg in 1856, that was probably the year in which he made the visit. 
He said: “I found Aunt Polly Francis, who wove the shroud, and who, together with 
her mother and sister made it.” He added: “I took her in my buggy and she guided 
me into the old field and to the gr*ve, which she located in a certain direction and 
distance from a CHERRY TREE.” And Brother Parvin cut the letters R. N. in the 
bark of a small pine at or near the foot of the grave. He also found the blacksmith, 
Mr. Young, who hammered out the nails used in making the coffin. Mr. Young identi- 
fied the tree, at whose root Nolley died, and they marked it by nailing a board on it 
about six feet from the ground. 

Here the matter dropped for a number of years. About the year 1877 Brother 
Parvin, seemingly by the appointment of the Conference, as he later made a report 
to the Conference and was continued in the work, was made a committee of one 
to collect money to build a monument to the memory of Richmond Nolley. The Min- 
utes of the Conference for the year 1878, held in New Orleans in January, 1879, Bishop 
McTyeire presiding, contain the following: “Rev. R. Parvin made a verbal report on 

the grave of Richmond Nolley, announcing that $35 had been collected toward raising 
the desired monument. The Conference, on motion, continued the brother as a Com- 
rfiittee of One to go on with the work.” The Minutes of December, 1879, contain the 
following: “Robert Parvin reported progress in regard to the Richmond Nolley monu- 

ment.” It was my recollection that he reported at the Conference held in January, 1879, 
that he had money enough to buy the stone, and that he asked Bishop McTyeire to 
go with him to buy the stone, and write the epitaph, but it seems after referring to 
the Minutes that such was not the case, for the Minutes I find record, as just stated 
above, that Brother Parvin reported that he had raised $35 toward the monument, and 
that he was continued as a committee of one to go on with the work. Also at the fol- 
lowing Conference held in December of the same year, he “reported progress.” It 
must have been soon after that Conference, that the stone v T as bought and shipped 
to Harrisonburg. The epitaph, written from memory, had a mistake in the dates. 
Friends hauled the monument to Jena, but so little attention had been paid to the 
grave, that those interested did not identify it. So the stone was finally set up near 
the public road, ninety steps from the tree w’here he died. It was somewhat marred 
by pistol shots wantonly fired at it. So it was moved to the little chapel in the town 
of Jena. When the present church at Jena was built the monument was moved to 
the cemetery near the church. 

In 1903 Rev. G. D. Anders was pastor at Jena, and he and I made an earnest 
effort to find the grave. A lady said: “My mother used to show me the grave” and 
“Brother Parvin cut his name on a tree.” We found the letters R. N., and we stood 
with uncovered heads as we felt that we were at the sacred spot. These letters were 
the only positive marks of identification, and we considered them sufficient. The grave 
is about two-fifths of a mile from the place of his death. When I visited the spot in 
1881 Brother James Baker pointed out the tree, with the board still on it, placed there 
by Brother Parvin so long ago. 

In 1903 I tried to buy the tree. I wanted to make it a “Memorial Tree,” the 
property of our Conference. I had the promise of title, but failed to get it. It was 
a pine tree, venerable, large, straight and tall. For ninety years it had silently marked 
the spot of Nolley’s death, and it seemed sacred. But the timber man came. I fain 
would have said — “Woodman, spare that tree,” but I was in a distant part of the state, 
and it fell before the axe. 

When I was at Jena some time ago I saw the stump in the enclosure around 
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the cabin of a negro. An effort was made some years ago to place a stone at the 
grave, but it has not been done. 

The church at Jena is called Nolley Chapel, and likewise the church at Monroe. 
The latter has a tablet to his memory. 

I cannot better close the sketch of the life of this singularly pure and useful 
man than with the inscription on his monument which, with corrected dates, reads: 

“SACRED TO THE MEMORY OF RICHMOND NOLLEY, 

.. 

an itinerant Methodist Preacher who, in the discharge, of duty 
died near this place, November 25, 1814, (not Dec. 12, as it is 
on the stone). 

This monument was erected by his brethren, A. D. 1879, as 
a Memorial of his heroism, his fidelity to duty, his purity, and 
his labors for the Lord. ,,
